Capital RmIip 
H ave both given the Axe 
enthusiastic airings and you

'Edge Of The World' and 
Laier Blind Vpu may even 
have their double A-sided 
Single Highway Rider' ^ Red 
Lights', released kne year on 
the inventively titled Metal 
record label (catalogue 
number melt 1). 

Black Axe are that rare 
creature, an HM HR band 
with an original sound Their 
songs are mOF* UFO than 
Motorhead, but that's where 
the name-dropping end* and 
their own unique identity takes 
Over With inventive rdfs, 
songs with the potential to 
make commercial coops de 
grace and the most promising 
new vocalist I Ve seen since 
Diamond Head * Sean Harris 
Black Asa are aiming straight 
for the chop — er. top 

And. given the breaks 
they'll hit target dead centre 

Because Black Axe aren't 
due onstage much before 
midnight and 1 need my 
beauty steep, we elect to hold 
the interview in the dressing 
room before the show So say 
hello to Masers English and 
Sperkes. as well as stocky Bill 
Keir [rhythm 

guitar /keyboards) towering 
bassist Sit!wart Richardson 
and bespectacled Mike 
Thertjurn (drums) 

First topic of conversation is 
the aforementioned showcases 
lor the airwaves 

1 Obviously they ve done us 
a tot of good, say* Sparkes 

They ve got our name 
around and given our musk: 
exposure to a vast amount of 
people more than w« could 
ever hope to reach through 
gigs alone 

Especially if they remain ns 
infrequent as they are at the 
moment For since the release 
of their single in autumn 
1930. Black Axe have played 
the grand total of precisely 
four shows

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IF THERE S one thing I 
truly detest, it’s when an 
audience stands back, 
sneers at a band and seems 
to say, Come on then, 
impress us 

Surprising as it may seem, 
this is not something exclusive 
to Britain s ble$4. 
g>g-saturated capital No. you 
even find n in ihe supposedly 
warm and receptive 
North-Easi — and it'a the kind 
of situation Black Axe have to 
endure at the Sunderland 
Mayfair this Friday night 

A snooty attitude is 
apparently pretty prevalent at 
this particular venue — so 
dramatically different in 
atmosphere to its nearby 
Newcastle namesake in the 
past punters have pulled such 
tiresome stums ax sitting on 
Ihe edge ol ihe siege with 
their becks towards the 
performing group. 

And although nothing as 
extreme as this Happens 
during the Black Axe show, for 
every committed headbanger 
on the bnghtly-lii dancefloor 
down from you feet there s a 
hundred derisive smiles 
hidden in the surrounding 
darkness 

Why do it? It's a mystery to 
me For even though the Black 
Axe show is always good, 
occasionally brilliant, the 
Mayfair miseries refuse to be 
moved 

Mind you they were 
animated enough during the 
pfe-gig HM disco — despite 
ihe feeble volume and 
presence of hoary heavies of 
the Whole Lotta Love ilk, 
diey still shook their maned 
mops and idiot danced like the 
best of ’em 

But as soon as the band 
took to the boards The crowd 
dispersed the atmosphere 
died and it was ( ike bei ng 
present at a mid-table match 
on the last Saturday of the 
football season.

beginning lo fill with smok# 
We're evacuated outside while 
the Firehouse turns hoses on 
the smoufdenng garbage and 
for s white the Black AiC show 
i 5 m danger of cancellation

hour later we re given the go 
ahead and allowed back m 
to a foul smelling but 
nonetheless intact venue

burning down ih# crowd 
remain cooler than an Alaskan

Meanwhile Richardson 
betray* hi* funk affiliation! by 
laying down an almost dneo 
bass beat and Mike Thorburn 
is a passionate powerhouse on 
the drums

Mol that Saxon mind the 
lea drmkang titans h 4 rve always 
held great store by their 
typical Northern idiol status, 
And despite iheir success m 
the heavy metal world they 
still steadfastly r el use to 
uproot themselves from their 
Yorkshire base 

So we thought n about time 
to Visit Saxon tjfl the toad and 
esconsed m their awn 
Stamping ground We 
reckoned it d be infer esimg to 
delve deeply into the band s

Making even Judas Priest 
leader Rub Ha I ford s W'alsall 
council house took like a 
stalely home Biff s 
pted i• ffifire looks not in the 
least like the dwelling place of 
j mayhemic megastai 

Indeed the only hint that 
this is a far from 
run-of-Ehe-mill address is the 
presence ol a couple of silver 
discs — tor the albums 


Wheels Of Steel' and Strong 
Arm Of The Law They can 
just about be glimpsed 
through the Irnnt window- 
hanging on a wall 

The door opens and there 
Stands the long haired 
tremendous chinned Biff
